1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-9, drawn to a compound of Formula (1). 

Group II, claim(s) 10, drawn to a process for printing an image on a substrate. 

Group III, claim(s) 1 1 and 13-14, drawn to a paper, overhead projector slide or textile 
material. 

Group IV, claim(s) 12, drawn to refillable ink jet printer. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The special technical feature of Group I is a compound of Formula (1). The 
compound of Formula (1 ) of claim 1 does not present a contribution over the prior art. 
As disclosed in WO 03/095562 (Page 24, Claiml), provided by the Applicant, the 
compound of Formula (1) of instant claim I is not novel or does not involve an inventive 
step. As such, Group I does not share a special technical feature with the instant claims 
of Group ll-IV. Therefore, the claims are not so linked within the meaning of PCT Rule 
13.2 so as to form a single inventive concept, and unity between Groups l-IV is broken.

Claims 2-6 correspond to the various structurally different compounds of Formula (1). 
The following claim(s) are generic: Claims 1 , 8-9. 

5. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

a) each chemical species is a distinct chemical which lacks a special 
technical feature in view of WO 03/095562 (Page 24, Claiml), provided by the Applicant 
(alternatively, use: the fact that each chemical species contains a distinct moiety such 
that each chemical species is of a dissimilar nature. 

There is an examination and search burden for these patentably distinct species 
due to their mutually exclusive characteristics. The species require a different field of 
search (e.g., searching different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or 
employing different search queries); and/or the prior art applicable to one species would 
not likely be applicable to another species; and/or the species are likely to raise different 
non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 101 and/or 35 U.S. C. 112, first paragraph. 

1 . Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.

§ 821 .04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the 
above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be amended during 
prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so may result 
in a loss of the right to rejoinder.
